The  Berkeley  High  School  Yellowjackets  placed  second  in  the  ACAL  race,  earning 
a  final  record  of  six  games  won  and  three  lost.  They  started  out  with  an  easy  win  over 
helpless  Tamalpais.  The  next  week  they  took  a  bus  ride  to  Sacramento,  lost  to  Grant 
34-6,  and  came  home  mad.  They  took  out  their  anger  on  Piedmont,  defeating  them 
for  the  thirteenth  time  in  a  row.  The  hHighlanders  forgot  to  bring  their  offense  with  them, 
and  were  shut  out  14-0.
